With  the  increasing  number  of  students, 
it  became  necessary  to  obtain  another  98 
passenger  hydro-made  school  bus  this  year. 
This  addition  makes  a  total  of  thirteen  buses 
for  Hickory  High  School,  ten  regular  and 
three  hydro-matic.  In  order  to  insure  the  safe- 
ty of  the  students  and  the  capability  of  the 
drivers,  each  driver  must  take  a  qualifying  test 
given  by  the  county.  This  all  goes  to  make  up 
safe  transportation  for  the  students.  These  bus 
drivers  spend  approximately  three  hours  per 
day  transporting  students  to  and  from  school.
